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Iran Nuclear Deal Survives

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

The U.S. Senate voted to 
uphold the hard-fought 
nuclear accord Vv'ith Iron 
on Thursday, Vv'ith Demo¬ 
crats overcoming ferocious 
Republican opposition and 
delivering President Barack 
Obomo o legacy making 
victory on his top foreign 
policy priority. 

A disapproval resolution 
for the agreement fell 
two votes short of the 60 
needed to move forward 
as most Democratic and 
independent senators 
banded together against 
it. Although House Repub¬ 
licans continued to pursue 
eleventh-hour strategies to 
derail the international ac¬ 
cord and Senate Republi¬ 
cans promised a re-vote, 
Thursday’s outcome all but 
guaranteed that the disap¬ 
proval legislation would not 
reach Obama’s desk. 

As a result the nuclear 
deal will move forward un¬ 
checked by Congress, an 
improbable win by Obama 
in the face of unanimous 
opposition from Repub¬ 
licans who control Con¬ 
gress, Republican candi¬ 
dates seeking to replace 
him in the Oval Office and 
the state of Israel and its al¬ 
lied lobbyists in the U.S. 
Beginning next week, 
Obama will be free to start 
scaling back U.S. sanctions 
to implement the agree¬ 
ment negotiated by Iran, 
the U.S. and five other 
world powers. The accord 
aims to constrain Iran’s 
nuclear ambitions in ex¬ 
change for hundreds of bil¬ 
lions of dollars in relief from 
international sanctions. 

“This vote is a victory for 
diplomacy, for American 
national security and for 
the safety and security of 
the world," the president 
said in a statement. “Going 
forward, we will turn to the 
critical work of implement¬ 
ing and verifying this deal 
so that Iran cannot pursue 
a nuclear weapon." 
Frustrated Republicans 
railed against Democrats 
for using a procedural vote 
to block final passage of 
the disapproval resolution, 
and issued grim warnings 
about a deal they contend 


could serve only to enrich 
Tehran and leave it closer 
to building a bomb when 
constraints begin to ease in 
10 or 15 years. They prom¬ 
ised that Thursday’s vote 
would not be the Senate’s 
last word, and moments 
after it was over Senate 
Republican Majority Lead¬ 
er Mitch McConnell set 
the stage for another next 
week. 

“No amount of saying this 
issue is over makes it over," 
McConnell declared, add¬ 
ing that if a Republican 
wins the White House next 
year, “I say to Iranian ob¬ 
servers of the debate, (the 
deal) will be looked on 
anew.” 

But Democrats led by Mi¬ 
nority Leader Harry Reid of 
Nevada promised that any 
further votes would have 
the same outcome “and 
are just simply a waste of 
time.” 

“People around the world 
should know today’s out¬ 
come was clear, decisive 
and final,” Reid said. 

In the House, Republicans 
had not given up on block¬ 
ing the deal against all 
odds. After backtracking 
on plans to vote on the dis¬ 
approval resolution when it 
began to look short of sup¬ 
port in the Senate, House 
Republicans lined up votes 
on several related mea¬ 
sures. Late Thursday they 
agreed on a party-line 
245-186 vote to a measure 
specifying that Obama 
had not properly submitted 
all documents related to 
the accord for Congress’ 
review, and therefore a 60- 
day review clock had not 
really started. 

That will be followed Friday 
by votes on a bill to ap¬ 
prove the accord — which 
is doomed to fail, but Re¬ 
publicans want to force 
Democrats to go on record 
in favor of the agreement 
— and on a measure pre¬ 
venting Obama from lifting 
congressionally mandated 
sanctions on Iran. 

“This debate is far from 
over, and frankly, it’s just 
beginning,” said House 
Speaker John Boehner, a 
Republican. “This is a bad 
deal with decades-long 
consequences for the se¬ 
curity of the American 
people and our allies. □

Carter demands honest war intelligence

WASHINGTON (AP) — De¬ 
fense Secretary Ash Carter 
has reminded the Penta¬ 
gon’s senior intelligence 
corps that they are ex¬ 
pected to give him their 
unvarnished views, amid 
allegations that the mili¬ 
tary command overseeing 
the war against the Islamic 
State distorted or altered 
intelligence assessments 
to exaggerate progress 
against the military group, 
officials said Thursday. 
Pentagon press secre¬ 
tary Peter Cook said that 
after it was publicly dis¬ 
closed last month that 
the Pentagon’s inspector 
general was investigating 
allegations of skewed in¬ 
telligence reports. Carter 
directed his top civilian 
intelligence officer to rein¬ 
force the need for honest 
assessments, including at 
Central Command, which 
oversees the war effort. 
"Unvarnished, transpar¬ 
ent intelligence is what 


this secretary expects on a 
daily basis,’’ Cook said. 
Publicly, many senior civil¬ 
ian and military officials 
have said that while the 
counter-IS fight is difficult 
and likely to drag on for 
years, the U.S.-led coalition 
is making significant prog¬ 
ress against the militant 
group in both Iraq and 
Syria, where they control 
large swaths of territory. 
Others have been more 
circumspect. For example, 
Gen. Martin Dempsey, 
chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said while 
traveling in Europe this 
week that the war is “tacti¬ 
cally stalemated.’’ 

A U.S.-led air campaign 
against the Islamic State 
in Iraq and Syria has in¬ 
flicted considerable dam¬ 
age, but the U.S.-trained 
Iraqi army has yet to re¬ 
capture key cities lost over 
the past year, including 
Ramadi, the capital of An- 
bar province. Also, the U.S. 
has made little progress in 
training moderate Syrian 


rebels to form an effective 
ground force against IS. 
Cook was asked Thursday 
whether Carter shares 
Dempsey’s view that the 
war is stalemated. 

“I don’t know if he 
would use the exact words 
as Chairman Dempsey, 
but I think the secretary’s 
been candid about the 
difficulties, how hard this 
fight’s gonna be, but that 
he does believe, ultimate¬ 
ly, we’re gonna prevail, for 
a variety of reasons," Cook 
said. "He believes the strat¬ 
egy right now that is being 
employed is the right strat¬ 
egy.” 

Asked about Carter’s lev¬ 
el of concern that intel¬ 
ligence reports reaching 
his desk may have been 
improperly changed to 
inflate war progress. Cook 
said he would await the 
outcome of the inspec¬ 
tor general’s investigation, 
which was launched after 
an intelligence officer at 
Central Command lodged 
a complaint in July.Q 


White House: Obama planning 
to admit more Syrian refugees

WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States is making plans 
to accept 10,000 Syrian refugees in the coming bud¬ 
get year, a significant increase from the 1,500 people 
who have been cleared to resettle in the U.S. since 
civil war broke out in the Middle Eastern country more 
than four years ago, the White House said Thursday. 
The White House has been under heavy pressure to 
do more than just provide money to help meet the 
growing humanitarian crisis in Europe. Tens of thou¬ 
sands of people from war-torn countries in the Mid¬ 
dle East and Africa are risking their lives and dying en 
masse during desperate attempts to seek safe haven 
on the continent. 

The refugees from Syria, however, would be people 
who are already in the pipeline and waiting to be let 
into the United States, not the thousands working their 
way through eastern Europe after landing in Greece. 
It was not immediately clear how admitting a larger 
number of Syrian refugees who are in the processing 
pipeline would help alleviate the crisis that European 
countries are grappling with. 

White House spokesman Josh Earnest said about $4 
billion that the administration has provided to relief 
agencies and others is the most effective way for 
the U.S. to help shoulder the crisis, but that President 
Barack Obama has decided that admitting more Syr¬ 
ian refugees in the budget year that begins Oct. 1 
would also help boost the U.S. response. 

About 17,000 Syrians have been referred over the 
last few years to the U.S. for resettlement by the U.N. 
refugee agency. About 1,500 are in the U.S., with an¬ 
other 300 scheduled to be allowed in this month. That 
leaves about 15,000 Syrians waiting for the clearance 
process to conclude, according to the State Depart¬ 
ment. 

Obama would like to admit 10,000 of those, accord¬ 
ing to Earnest’s announcement. 

U.S. State Department spokesman John Kirby also said 
the 10,000 Syrians will come from the pool of 17,000 
people referred to the U.S. by the U.N. agency. 
Earnest said earlier this week that the administra¬ 
tion has been looking at a “range of approaches” 
for assistingU.S. allies with 340,000 people freshly ar¬ 
rived from the Middle East, Africa and Asia. Many are 
fleeing parts of Iraq that are under the Islamic State 
group’s control. The 1,500 Syrians who are resettling in 
the U.S. represent a small percentage of the 11.6 mil¬ 
lion people who have been chased out of the coun¬ 
try or uprooted from their homes due to the civil war 
in Syria. 

U.S. Secretary of State John Kerry told lawmakers 
Wednesday that the U.S. will increase its worldwide 
quota for resettling refugees by 5,000, from 70,000 to 
75,000 next year — and the number could still rise, ac¬ 
cording to two officials and a congressional aide who 
requested anonymity to discuss a private meeting.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

wave of criticism from Re¬ 
publicans and Democrats 
alike rose Thursday after 
Republican presidential 
front-runner Donald Trump 
insulted the physical ap¬ 
pearance of Carly Fiorina, 
his party's only female 
White House contender. 

It’s a new test for the can¬ 
didacy of the brash-talking 
Trump, whose standing in 
opinion polls has surged 
despite o series of com¬ 
ments that might well hove 
doomed a traditional poli¬ 
tician. 

Republican Louisiana Gov. 
Bobby Jindal called Trump 
“a madman," while Demo¬ 
crat Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton said the billionaire real- 
estate mogul “seems to 
delight in insulting women 
every chance he gets." 
Former Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush dismissed Trump’s lat¬ 
est comments as “small 
and inappropriate.” And 
Fiorina, the target of 
Trump's latest insult, sug¬ 
gested she was “getting 
under his skin." 

In some ways, Thursday 
was a day no different from 
others in an unpredictable 
2016 presidential primary 
campaign, a messy con¬ 
test in which Trump has 
emerged as a dominant 
and divisive figure. But the 
day also featured an es¬ 
calation of criticism from 
Trump's detractors in both 
parties, who seem be mul¬ 
tiplying. 

The spark was an inter¬ 
view published Wednes¬ 
day by Rolling Stone, in 
which Trump said Fiorina’s 
face would make her un¬ 
electable. The magazine 
quoted Trump as saying 
of the former technology 
executive: “Look at that 
face! Would anyone vote 


for that? Can you imagine 
that, the face of our next 
president?" 

The chorus of anti-Trump 
Republicans now includes 
Bush, Jindal, Kentucky Sen. 
Rand Paul, former New 
York Gov. George Pataki 
and retired neurosurgeon 
Ben Carson, who is running 
second to Trump in several 
early polls and challenged 
Trump’s Christian faith this 
week. 

In a speech at the National 
Press Club in Washington, 
Jindal called Trump an 
“egomaniacal madman 
who has no principles," de¬ 
scribing him as a “carnival 
act." 

“The silly summer season is 
over,” Jindal said. “It’s time 
to get serious about sav¬ 
ing our country. It’s time to 
send Donald Trump back 
to reality TV." 

At a rally in Columbus, 
Ohio, at roughly the same 
time, Clinton took a swipe 
at Trump, whose deroga¬ 
tory remarks about Fiorina 
ore merely his latest insults 
directed at a woman. 
“There is one particular 
candidate who just seems 


to delight in insulting wom¬ 
en every chance he gets,” 
Clinton told a cheering 
crowd of supporters. “I 
have to say, if he emerg¬ 
es I would love to debate 
him.” 

The Fiorina remark is only 
the latest comment direct¬ 
ed at women that’s led to 
criticism of Trump. After the 
first GOP debate, during 
which Fox News’ Megyn 
Kelly asked him about past 
derogatory comments 
about women. Trump 
launched a series of insults 
at the TV anchor — includ¬ 
ing telling CNN that Kelly 
had “blood coming out 
of her eyes, blood coming 
out of her wherever" dur¬ 
ing the debate. 

Trump tried to paper over 
his remarks about Fiorina in 
an interview with CNN, say¬ 
ing he wasn't talking about 
her appearance but her 
“persona." 

In a subsequent interview 
on ABC’s “The View," he 
said, “I do have o very big 
heart,” and then he of¬ 
fered o message directly 
to women: “I wont to say 
that I cherish women, and 


I will protect women, and 
I will take care of women, 
and I have great respect 
for women." 

He said his wife and 
daughter have encour¬ 
aged him to speak more 
about “women's health is¬ 
sues, because they know 
how strongly and commit¬ 
ted I am to it." 

“Jeb Bush and to a large 
extent Hillary are not com¬ 


mitted like I’m committed," 
he said. 

Bush, who has emerged 
as a leading Trump critic 
in recent weeks, came 
to Fiorina’s defense Thurs¬ 
day. He tweeted that the 
“demeaning remarks are 
small and inappropriate for 
anyone, much less a presi¬ 
dential candidate." "Carly 
& country deserve better. 
Enough,” Bush wrote.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — The New

“I spoke to Mr. Blake a short 
time ago and personally 
apologized for yesterday's 
incident," Police Commis¬ 
sioner William Bratton said 
in a statement Thursday 
evening. “Mr. Blake said he 
wauld like ta meet with the 
mayor and me at a future 
date, which we would be 
agreeable to." 

Mayor Bill de Blasio, speak¬ 
ing on cable's NYl, alsa 
publicly apologized saying 
of his arrest, “this shouldn't 
have happened and he 
shouldn't have been treat¬ 
ed this way."

Andrew Cuomo's 
administration formally 
approved fhe increase 
Thursday, a move the 
Democratic governor an¬ 
nounced at a labor rally 
with Vice President Joe 
Biden. Cuomo said he 
would work to pass legisla- 


Earlier on Thursday, the 
35-year-old Blake said he 
was never told why he was 
forced to the ground and 
handcuffed. 

“I'd like an explanation for 
how they conducted them¬ 
selves because I think we all 
need to be held account¬ 
able far aur actions, and 
police as well," Blake said 
on ABC's “Good Morning 
America."

tion setting a $15 minimum 
for all industries, a promise 
that comes as more and 
more cities around the 
country move toward a 
$15 minimum wage.

Part of the internal inquiry 
will focus on why the chain 
af cammand wasn't noti¬ 
fied of the mistake. 

“Mr. Blake has made a 
number of comments to the 
press — that's how we first 
became aware of the mat¬ 
ter," Bratton said. □

Arizona police 
confirmed 11th 
vehicle attack

PHOENIX (AP) — Arizona 
authorities confirmed Thurs¬ 
day fhaf 11 vehicles area 
have been shot with bul¬ 
lets or other projectiles in 
the last two weeks, nearly 
all of them on freeways in 
the Phoenix area. 

The latest confirmed shoot¬ 
ing involved a commercial 
truck whose driver report¬ 
ed a bullet hole in the car¬ 
go area Thursday morning. 
The driver had been mak¬ 
ing deliveries for hours, and 
wasn't sure when or where 
the truck was shot, Arizona 
Department of Public Safe¬ 
ty spokesman Raul Garcia 
said. 

Most of the vehicles hit 
since the gunfire began on 
Aug. 29 were traveling on 
Interstate 10, a main route 
through central and west 
Phoenix. No one has been 
seriously injured, but one 
bullet shattered a wind¬ 
shield, and broken glass 
cut a 13-year-old girl. 
“Anytime that you have 
multiple shootings against 
American citizens on a 
highway, that's terrorism," 
Department of Public Safe¬ 
ty Director Frank Milstead 
said. “It's just a matter of 
time before there is a trag¬ 
edy." 

Authorities also were study¬ 
ing a tractor-trailer rig at 
a location near 1-10 and 
a car whose window was 
severely cracked Thursday, 
but those results weren't 
conclusive, Garcia said. 
The shootings have rattled 
nerves and heightened 
fears among drivers that 
a possible serial shooter 
could hit them next. Elec¬ 
tronic freeway billboards 
urge people to call a hot¬ 
line with any tips. Some are 
commuting on city streets 
instead. □ 


New York: 

$15 minimum wage approved for fast-food workers 
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Jet engine parts on Las Vegas runway indicate major failure

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Jet en¬ 
gine parts found on the 
Los Vegas runway where a 
British Airways flight abort¬ 
ed takeoff as the engine 
burst into flames indicate 
a rare catastrophic failure, 
experts said Thursday as 
investigators released pre¬ 
liminary findings and be¬ 
gan analyzing flight data 
and cockpit recordings. 
Early findings show the fail¬ 
ure occurred where the en¬ 
gine was under the highest 
pressure, though there was 
no immediate indication 
of what caused it or the fire 
that forced 170 people to 
evacuate Tuesday at Mc- 
Carran International Air¬ 
port as smoke poured from 
the aircraft. 

“You really don’t see cata¬ 
strophic or uncontained 
engine failure like this very 
often," said John Cox, an 
aviation safety consultant 
who spent 23 years as 
a U.S. Airways pilot. He said 
the failure indicafes parts 
sliced through the engine 
casing. 

The National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board said 
there was damage to the 
armored shell around the 
left engine's high-pressure 
compressor, and several 7- 
to 8-inch fragments of the 
compressor were found on 
the tarmac. 

No one was seriously in¬ 
jured when British Airways 
Flight 2276 screeched to a 
halt and the 157 passen¬ 
gers and 13 crew members 
escaped down evacu¬ 
ation slides as firefighters 
doused flames spewing 
from the engine beneath 
the wing of the Boeing 777. 
The pilot who halted the 
takeoff and calmly called 
“mayday, mayday” said 
he will retire one flight shy 
of fhe day he had planned 
to hang up his wings next 


week. 

Chris Henkey of Padworth, 
England, told NBC News 
he’d never had such a 


close call in a 42-year ca¬ 
reer, and he’s “finished 
flying." He won’t captain 
what was to be his final

flight to Barbados, where 
he intended to vacation 
with his daughter. 
Investigators planned to 


interview Henkey and two 
senior first officers with 18 
and 10 years of experi¬ 
ence. 

Henkey, 63, was hailed 
by fire officials and airline 
observers for a flawless 
reaction and evacua¬ 
tion, though he deflected 
praise, saying the entire 
crew helped. The whole 
ordeal lasted about five 
minutes. 

Engine fires are unusual but 
not unheard-of. 

In July, a Southwest Airlines 
flight evacuated at Mid¬ 
way International Airport in 
Chicago when one engine 
caught fire on takeoff. 

In June 2006, an Ameri¬ 
can Airlines jef engine ex¬ 
ploded during tesfing at a 
maintenance area at Los 
Angeles International Air¬ 
port, launching parts into 
the body of the plane and 
as far as half a mile away.

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Migrants’ long and winding road to Europe turns cold, muddy

BUDAPEST, Hungary (AP) — 

Soaked to the bone and 
ankle deep in mud, thou¬ 
sands of people seeking 
refuge in Europe are find¬ 
ing that their path to a new 
life is growing harder by the 
hour. 

Torrential rains poured as 
an unprecedented 7,000 
trekkers crossed the Greek 
border into Macedonia 
on Thursday past rows of 
camouflage-jackefed po¬ 
lice. Children stumbled into 
mud-filled pofholes and 
had fo be pulled back out, 
bawling, into their moth¬ 
ers’ arms. People struggled 
to find anything — plas¬ 
tic sheets, garbage bags, 
even a beach umbrella — 
to shield themselves from 
an unrelenting deluge. 


And yet nothing could 
dampen their hopes of 
reaching fhe hearf of Eu¬ 
rope, where asylum and 
border security systems are 
already in danger of being 
overwhelmed in the migra¬ 
tion crisis. 

“I’m not going to be afraid 
of anything," said Waseem 
Absi, a 30-year-old from 
Ariha in northern Syria, as 
he held a disassembled 
pup tent over his head and 
trudged up a muddy slope 
alongside four friends. He 
said he hopes to reunite 
with relatives in the Nether¬ 
lands. 

The sudden onset of au¬ 
tumn has taken tens of 
thousands by surprise all 
along the Balkans route 
from Greece to Hungary, 
the main gateway to West¬ 
ern Europe for more than

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160,000 asylum seekers al¬ 
ready this year. 

As recently as last week, 
those making the epic jour¬ 
ney, much of it on foot, 
were baking in a region¬ 
wide heat wave and free 
to sleep under the stars. 
Now they’re without shel¬ 
ter and struggling to keep 
campfires burning, high¬ 
lighting the inadequate 
support provided by sever¬ 
al European governments 
at each border crossing. 
Conditions also rapidly de¬ 
teriorated on Hungary’s 
southern border with Ser¬ 
bia, where an estimated 
3,000 crossed at on ap¬ 
proved roil site or illegally 


by ducking under the ra¬ 
zor-wire marking that fron¬ 
tier. Garbage-strewn fields 
turned to mud, trapping 
relief agency trucks whose 
wheels spun and flecked 
passing migrants with sod¬ 
den earth. 

With Hungary and other 
nations providing few facil¬ 
ities on their borders, trav¬ 
elers have poured into the 
few tents erected recently 
by relief workers trying to 
compensate for the lack of 
government support. 

“The medical tent is full 
of people — people who 
aren’t actually sick, by 
the way, but just wont a 
worm place to sit down. 


We can’t get rid of them," 
said Gabor Gyurko, a vol¬ 
unteer for the Catholic 
charity Caritas, which is 
providing medical care at 
a police-supervised collec¬ 
tion point. Medics gave first 
aid to several mothers and 
their children and covered 
them with thermal blan¬ 
kets. 

Gyurko said he expected 
the volume of ill people 
to surge with the chilly, 
wet weather “especially 
among people living in 
such close quarters."

Netherlands: aid worker released in Kabul 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — The Dutch foreign 
minister says an aid worker 
kidnapped in June in Af¬ 
ghanistan has been re¬ 
leased otter 81 days and is 
in good health.

Russia has been sending 
military forces into Syria in 
recent days, Israel’s de¬ 
fense chief announced 
Thursday, as Moscow hint¬ 
ed at broader action to 
bolster President Bashar 
Assad's embattled army 
following a string of battle¬ 
field losses. 

The increased Russian ac¬ 
tivity in Syria reflects Mos¬ 
cow's deep concerns that 
its longtime ally is on the 
brink of collapse, os well as 
hopes by President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin that a common 
battle against Islamic State 
extremists can improve 
Russia’s ties with the West, 
strained over Ukraine. 

But the strategy could be 
risky — and unless Russia 
sends large numbers of 
troops, halting the territorial 
gains mode by Islamic mili¬ 
tants could prove tough. 
Israeli Defense Minister 
Moshe Yaolon told report¬ 
ers Thursday that the Rus¬ 
sian buildup appears to be 
limited for the time being. 
He said military advisers, 
technicians and security 
guards have arrived in re¬ 
cent days, with the main 


goal of setting up an air 
base near the coastal 
town of Latakia that could 
be used to stage strikes on 
Islamic State fighters. 

“As far as we understand, 
at this stage we are talk¬ 
ing about a limited force 
that includes advisers, a se¬ 
curity team and prepara¬ 
tions for operating planes 
and combat helicopters," 
Yaalon said. He called the 
move “significant.” 

The claim was the latest 
indication of a Russian mili¬ 
tary buildup in Syria that 
has raised U.S. and NATO 
concerns. 

The United States and 
its allies see Assad as the 
cause of the Syrian crisis, 
which has claimed more 
than 250,000 lives in over 
four years of fighting, and 
Washington has warned 
Moscow against beefing 
up its presence. 

In Moscow, Russian For¬ 
eign Minister Sergey Lavrov 
said that Russia is airlifting 
weapons to Syria and that 
Russian servicemen are 
training its military how to 
use them. He would not 
provide numbers or any 
other specifics. 

Asked about Russian 
planes flying to the airfield 


near Latakia, Lavrov said 
they were carrying “mili¬ 
tary items in accordance 
with existing contracts and 
humanitarian aid.” He said 
Russia isn’t planning “any 
additional steps,” but held 
the door open for broader 
action. 

“If it’s necessary, we will 
act in full conformity with 
the Russian legislation, in¬ 
ternational law and our ob¬ 
ligations, exclusively on the 


request and consent of the 
government of Syria and 
other countries of the re¬ 
gion, if there is a talk about 
helping them fight terror¬ 
ism,” he said. 

Russia has been a longtime 
backer of Syria, and it has 
supported Assad through¬ 
out the civil war by shield¬ 
ing him from U.N. sanctions 
and providing weapons. It 
also appears eager to send 
a broader message that 


Moscow remains loyal to its 
allies and strongly resents 
forceful change of regimes 
through foreign interfer¬ 
ence. 

Moscow also has other key 
interests at stake. Russia 
maintains a naval base at 
Tartus, just 50 miles (80 ki¬ 
lometers) south of Latakia. 
Earlier this week, the near¬ 
by province of Idlib fell to

In north, Lebanese 
slam government 
plan to dump trash 


BEIRUT (AP) — Dozens of 
northern Lebanon residents 
rallied Thursday against 
government plans to deal 
with Beirut’s mounting trash 
crisis by opening a new 
landfill in their region. 

Those living near an old, 
closed landfill in the north 
also protested, rejecting 
government plans to tem¬ 
porarily reopen it to imme¬ 
diately get rid of hundreds 
of tons of trash that has 
piled in the streets of Beirut 
over the last seven weeks. 
The pushback from resi¬ 
dents and local officials 
outside Beirut is the latest 
in the near-daily protests 
against government inef¬ 
ficiency amid the trash cri¬ 
sis that have engulfed the 
Lebanese capital and fur¬ 
ther compounded anger 
against long-serving politi¬ 
cians who have dominat¬ 
ed the country since the 
civil war ended in 1990. 
Over the last month, the 
trash crisis ignited the larg¬ 
est Lebanese protests in 
years and emerged as 
a festering symbol of the 
government’s paralysis 
and failure to provide ba¬ 
sic services. It was sparked 
after authorities closed Bei¬ 
rut’s main landfill on July 17 
and failed to provide an al¬ 
ternative. Activists capital¬ 
ized on the issue to move 
beyond just the trash, rally¬ 
ing support around govern¬ 
ment corruption and de¬ 
manding officials be held 
accountable for years of 
corruption. They also called 
for parliamentary elections, 
which were last held in 
Lebanon in 2009. After an 
emergency session held 
late into Wednesday night 
as thousands of protesters 
rallied outside government 
offices in downtown Bei¬ 
rut, authorities announced 
they would start two new 
landfills, including one in 
the northern district of Ak- 
kar. They also said they will 
reopen the old landfill there 
for a week, to immediately 
get rid of tons of trash. 
Lucien Bourjeili, an activist 
with the You Stink move¬ 
ment that started the Bei¬ 
rut street protests, said his 
group is studying the gov¬ 
ernment proposal before 
deciding what to do next.

Lines of police in riot gear 
separated the two sides, 
but were unable to prevent 
direct confrontations and 
shoving matches. 

At least two women were 
hurt during the melee and 
one man, 66-year-old Pop¬ 
ular Will member Horacio 
Blanco, died outside the 
courthouse. As the hearing 
got under way, Lopez sup¬ 
porters hailed Blanco as a 
as a martyr at a rally in an 
upscale Caracas neighbor¬ 


hood. Popular Will issued 
a statement alleging that 
President Nicolas Maduro 
was personally responsible 
for Blanco's death, which it 
described as the result of a 
heart attack brought on by 
the morning’s violence. The 
doctor who received Blan¬ 
co’s body said the cause of 
death was not immediate¬ 
ly clear. Lopez, who could 
face more than 10 years in 
prison, denies encouraging 
government opponents to 
erect flaming street barri¬ 
cades and destroy public 
property during last year’s 
protests. He says he only 
called for peaceful dem¬ 
onstrations. His supporters 
say pro-government forces 
were to blame for most of 
the clashes that broke out 
during the protests and left 
dozens dead. □

— Officials with a U.S. com¬ 
pany that provides tutoring 
services at public schools 
in Puerto Rico have been 
charged in a nearly $1 mil¬ 
lion fraud case involving 
federal funds, authorities 
said Thursday. 

U.S. Attorney Rosa Emilia 
Rodriguez said 31 directors 
and program managers 
at Rocket Learning LLC in 
Puerto Rico face 74 counts 
including theft of govern¬ 
ment money and property. 


She said the agency re¬ 
ceived $34 million in feder¬ 
al funds from 2011 to 2013 
for its Puerto Rico program 
and accused employees 
of submitting fake invoic¬ 
es to obtain more than 
$954,000 of that amount for 
personal benefit. 

Rocket Learning officials 
did not respond to a re¬ 
quest for comment. 
Authorities said the fraud 
occurred in part because 
officials bypassed a faulty 
biometric system and 
teachers would tell students

BEIJING (AP) — China plans 
to allow foreign central 
banks into its interbank cur¬ 
rency market, the country's 
No. 2 leader said Thursday, 
in a new move to expand 
use of the tightly controlled 
Chinese yuan. 

Speaking at a busi¬ 
ness conference. Premier 
Li Keqiang gave no time 
frame for the change or 


details of what foreign in¬ 
stitutions would be allowed 
to do.

“In our next step, we will 
open the interbank foreign

LONDON (AP) — The Bonk 
of England has kept its main 
interest rote unchanged at 
the record low of 0.5 per¬ 
cent and provided no in¬ 
dication that it’s in o hurry 
to start raising borrowing 
rotes, to the likely relief of 
homeowners and business¬ 
es. 

In minutes accompanying 
Thursday’s decision, the 
central bonk said only one 
member of its nine-strong 
rote-setting panel voted 
for o quarter point increase 
in the benchmark rate. Like 
last month, Ian McCafferty 
was the only member of 
the Monetary Policy Com¬ 
mittee, or MPC, to back an 
increase. 

The decision and the 
makeup of the vote was 
the consensus view in the 
markets and the pound 
was left largely unmoved 
around $1.5415. 

The Bank of England is 
widely expected to join 
the Federal Reserve in rais¬ 
ing interest rates sometime 
in the coming months giv¬ 
en the relative strength of 
the British economy and a 


steady decline in unem¬ 
ployment. 

However, the prospect of 
a rate hike this year ap¬ 
pears to have diminished 
in the past few weeks fol¬ 
lowing the turmoil in global 
financial markets and low 
inflation rates. 

In its statement, the rate¬ 
setting panel said the tur¬ 
moil stoked by uncertainty 
over the Chinese economy 
has “the potential to add 
to the global headwinds 


to U.K. growth and infla¬ 
tion.” These developments 
merit “close monitoring,” it 
added. 

Still, it said these have to 
be “weighed against the 
prospects for a continued 
healthy domestic expan¬ 
sion” that it says is under¬ 
pinned by rises in income, 
supportive credit condi¬ 
tions and high economic 
confidence. 

Britain is one of the fast¬ 
est-growing among the 


world’s top industrial coun¬ 
tries, notching up a quar¬ 
terly growth rate of 0.7 per¬ 
cent in the second quarter. 
The Bank of England’s man¬ 
date is to meet a 2 percent 
annual inflation target in a 
way that helps to sustain 
growth and employment. 
At last count, inflation was 
just 0.1 percent in the year 
to July. 

In the statement, the com¬ 
mittee said there is a range 
of views among the nine 


members about the out¬ 
look for inflation. McCaf¬ 
ferty justified his vote for 
a rate rise by noting that 
costs for businesses are ris¬ 
ing, which could lead to 
inflation overshooting the 
target in the medium term. 
In conclusion, the com¬ 
mittee said that all mem¬ 
bers agree that, “given 
the likely persistence of 
the headwinds weighing 
on the economy, when 
Bank Rate does begin to 
rise, it is expected to do so 
more gradually and to a 
lower level than in recent 
cycles.” It stressed that this 
guidance “is an expecta¬ 
tion, not a promise” and 
that the actual interest 
rate path will depend on 
economic circumstances. 
“It is global conditions 
which are concerning poli¬ 
cymakers and tipping the 
scales in favor of inaction,” 
said Ben Brettell, senior 
economist at Hargreaves 
Lansdown. 

The Bank of England’s main 
interest rate has not been 
changed since March, 
2009. It’s at its lowest level 
since the bank was creat¬ 
ed in 1694.Q 


Standard & Poor cuts Brazil’s sovereign debt to ‘junk’ status

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

The Brazilian government’s 
sovereign debt rating was 
cut Wednesday to “junk” 
status by one of the major 
credit agencies, ratchet¬ 
ing up pressure on Presi¬ 
dent Dilma Rousseff to find 
a way out of an economic 
and political crisis. 
Standard & Poor’s said in 
a note that Brazil’s hard- 
fought investment grade 


status that it held for seven 
years was gone and that 
its outlook on the country 
was negative, just as the 
nation enters recession 
and is expected to see an 
even worse 2016. 

That means that it will be 
far more expensive for 
the Brazilian government 
to tap international credit 
markets and that much in¬ 
vestor money, such as mu¬ 
tual funds that only plow 
money into investment- 


grade nations, will auto¬ 
matically be yanked out 
of the country. 

S&P said that extreme po¬ 
litical challenges for Rous¬ 
seff “have continued to 
mount, weighing on the 
government’s ability” to 
shore up its finances as 
promised. 

The downgrade comes on 
the heels of Rousseff sub¬ 
mitting a budget to Con¬ 
gress that already had a 
built-in deficit of about $10 


billion, meaning she tossed 
to legislators the burden of 
figuring out where to make 
cuts. 

The downgrade, while 
widely expected, came 
earlier than many analysts 
forecast and arrives at a 
time of extreme volatility 
for the Brazilian economy, 
with inflation hovering 
around 10 percent and 
unemployment the high¬ 
est it has been in decades.

Serena Williams’

postponed

NEW YORK (AP) — Serena 
Williams will have to wait 
betore continuing her bid 
for a calendar-year Grand 
Slam: Her U.S. Open semi¬ 
final was postponed be¬ 
cause of rain in the fore¬ 
cast.

Roche wins 18th Vuelta stage, Dumoulin keeps lead over Aru

RIAZA, Spain (AP) — Nico¬ 
las Roche of Ireland won 
the hilly 18th stage of the 
Spanish Vuelta on Thurs¬ 
day, while Dutchman Tom 
Dumoulin protected his slim 
lead over Fabio Aru. 
Dumoulin responded to 
Aru’s repeated attacks on 
the final ascent to keep his 
three-second advantage 
over the Itailan with three 
days to go until the finish of 
the Grand Tour. 

“A second for every day,” 
Dumoulin said. “It's very lit¬ 
tle time and a lot can hap¬ 
pen in the coming days.” 
Roche beat fellow es¬ 
capee Haimar Zubeldia in 
a sprint to the finish line to 
complete the 204-kilometer 
(127-mile) ride from Roa to 
Riaza in just over five hours. 
“Zubeldia is a very strong 
and experienced rider, I 


have lost many sprints to 
him,” Roche said in Span¬ 
ish. “I tried to go first and to 
control the speed, and it 
worked.” 


Roche, son of former cyclist 
Stephen Roche, had to be 
attended by medics for a 
wasp sting after the stage. 
“I was afraid of the bug! 


Well, I am exaggerating, 
but I touched it and it stung 
me,” Roche said. “I thought 
it would be bad luck!” 
Dumoulin took the lead of 
the general classification 
by erasing a deficit of al¬ 
most two minutes by win¬ 
ning Wednesday’s individu¬ 
al time trial. 

Back in the peloton on 
Thursday, Aru's Astana set 
a hard pace and succeed¬ 
ed in shedding Dumoulin 
of his Giant-Alpecin team¬ 
mates. But Dumoulin stayed 
pegged to Aru’s wheel on 
three separate attacks go¬ 
ing up the final category- 
one ascent, while the rest 
of the top 10 riders in the 
general classification took 
turns trying their luck only to 
be reeled in. 

Feeling fit, Dumoulin even 
saved a little spurt to then 


turn Aru and company into 
chasers. 

“It was a difficult day, but 
I am still in red,” Dumoulin 
said. “(Aru) was strong, but 
I knew how to keep the red 
jersey. He spent some en¬ 
ergy in those attacks, and 
when (Davi) Moreno went I 
followed his wheel, so I did 
the little counterattack.” 
The race appears to be 
down to a two-man con¬ 
test with third-place Joa- 
quim Rodriguez still 1 min¬ 
ute, 15 seconds behind, 
and fourth-place Ratal Ma- 
jka 2 minutes, 22 seconds 
back. 

Friday’s stage is another 
rolling 185.5-kilometer (115- 
mile) route from Medina 
del Campo to Avila. 

The race ends in Madrid on 
Sunday.Q

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Floyd Mayweather, USADA dispute report of IV doping

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. insists he did 
nothing wrong in taking an 
IV solution to rehydrate af¬ 
ter the weigh-in for his fight 
against Manny Pacquiao. 
Doping officials on Thursday 
also backed Mayweather, 
saying he disclosed the infu¬ 
sion to them before taking 
it and that it contained no 
prohibited substances. 

A report Wednesday by 
SB Nation said representa¬ 
tives of the U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency saw that May¬ 
weather had taken the IV 
when they went to collect 
urine samples from him after 
the weigh-in. The report said 


the Mayweather did not re¬ 
ceive a formal exemption 
from the USADA for the IV 
until three weeks after the 
fight. 

But the USADA said it was 
aware of the IV prior to it 
being taken and that the 
Nevada Athletic Commis¬ 
sion and Pacquiao's repre¬ 
sentatives were notified. In 
a statement, the agency 
referred to what it called 
“numerous unfounded and 
false accusations" in the ar¬ 
ticle, saying they were either 
a “genuine misunderstand¬ 
ing of the facts or an inten¬ 
tional desire to mislead." 

“It is simply absurd to sug¬ 


gest that we would ever 
compromise our integrity 
for any sport or athlete," the 
statement said. 

The substances in the IV — a 
saline solution and vitamins 
— are not banned by the 
USADA. But the World Anti- 
Doping Agency does not 
allow the high volume that 
Mayweather took because 
it can mask other substanc¬ 
es. 

“Although Mr. Mayweath- 
er’s application was not ap¬ 
proved until after his fight 
with Mr. Pacquiao and all 
tests results were reported, 
Mr. Mayweather did dis¬ 
close the infusion to USADA 
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in advance of the IV being 
administered to him," USA- 
DA’s statement read. 

It added that once the ther¬ 
apeutic use exemption was 
granted, the Nevada com¬ 
mission and Pacquiao were 
immediately notified even 
though the practice is not 
prohibited. 

Mayweather, who is fighting 
Andre Berto on Saturday, 
said he has always been a 
strong supporter of athletes 
being clean. His insistence 


on having the USADA do 
random testing was one 
reason his fight with Pac¬ 
quiao took place five years 
after it was originally pro¬ 
posed. 

“I did not commit any viola¬ 
tions of the Nevada or USA¬ 
DA drug testing guidelines," 
Mayweather said in a state¬ 
ment. "I follow and have 
always followed the rules 
of Nevada and USADA, 
the gold standard of drug 
testing."□

Thompson, Lee share lead 
at 66 in Evian Championship

EVIAN-LES-BAINS, France 
(AP) — Lexi Thompson 
played a four-hole stretch 
in 5 under and finished with 
a 5-under 66 on Thursday 
in the Evian Championship 
for a share of the lead with 
Mi Hyang Lee. 

The 20-year-old Thomp¬ 
son began her run with a 
birdie on the par-4 12th, 
hit a 7-iron to 20 feet to set 
up an eagle on the par-5 
13th, and added birdies 
on the par-3 14th and par- 
5 15th. She parred the final 
12 holes in her bogey-free 
morning round in the major 
championship. 

“It feels great to have a 
stretch of holes like that,” 
Thompson said. 

“But you just have to take 
one shot at a time and 
not get ahead of yourself 
because, I mean, shots 
can get away from you 
out here. If you hit it in the 
rough, the rough’s pretty 
thick.” 

Thompson won the Kraft 
Nabisco last year for her 
first major title, and took 
the Meijer Classic in July for 
her fifth career title. She has 
three top-10 finishes in her 
last five starts, and will play 


in the Solheim Cup match¬ 
es next week in Germany 
against Europe. 

“Obviously, Solheim Cup 
was my No. 1 goal to be on 
that team to represent my 
country, so I’m very happy 
to be going to Germany 
next week,” Thompson 
said. “But you have to fo¬ 
cus on this week being the 
last major here at the Evian 
Championship.” 

Lee, from South Korea, had 
seven birdies and two bo¬ 
geys at the picturesque re¬ 
sort above Lake Geneva. 
Gerina Filler, Thompson’s 
U.S. Solheim Cup team¬ 
mate, was a stroke back 
along with South Korea’s 
Eun-Hee Ji and Thailand’s 
Pornanong Phatium. 

Filler had eight birdies and 
four bogeys. 

“There are just some spots 
on this course you cannot 
get in,” Filler said. 

Karrie Webb had a 71, and 
top-ranked Inbee Park 
opened with a 72. 

Webb is attempting to win 
her sixth different major 
championship, and Park is 
trying to join Webb with a 
record five. Park has two 
major victories this year — 
the KPMG Women’s PGA 
Championship and Ricoh 


Women’s British Open 
— and four overall titles. 
Webb and Park won the 
event before it became a 
major, Webb in 2006 and 
Park in 2012. 

Second-ranked Lydia Ko, 
playing alongside Park and 
No. 3 Stacy Lewis, had a 69. 
The New Zealander was 
impressed with Thompson’s 
round. 

“I saw her score. I kind of 
realized it was going pretty 
low, especially at the start 
of the round and she was 
only a couple of groups in 
front of us,” Ko said.

WHAT ARE THE DISADVAN¬ 
TAGES? 

There’s a chance it won’t 
work when you try to pay. 
Many merchants don’t 
have the newer payment 
terminals that Apple Pay 
and Android Pay require. 
Samsung Pay has a back¬ 
up mechanism. When the 
phone is tapped, it can 
mimic the old-school, mag¬ 
netic signals produced by 
card swipes. That means it 
should work with most exist¬ 
ing equipment — but not 
everywhere. For instance, 
you’re not likely to give the 
waiter your phone — let 
alone your passcode — to 
pay the check at a restau¬ 
rant. 

HOW DO YOU MAKE A PAY¬ 
MENT? 

For Android Pay, you need 
to turn on the screen and 
unlock your phone, such 
as with your fingerprint or 
passcode. Then you tap 
the phone next to the pay¬ 
ment terminal. Apple Pay 
is similar, except it works 
even with the screen off. 
When the phone detects 
the payment terminal, it 
lights up and asks for your 


fingerprint. 

With Samsung Pay, you 
need to swipe up from 
the bottom first. That’s be¬ 
cause the phone has no 
way of detecting when it’s 
near a traditional, magnet¬ 
ic terminal. You can swipe 
up from the lock screen or 
the home screen, or if the 
screen is off (but the phone 
is on). If you’re in an app 
such as Facebook, you 
need to get to the home 
screen first. 

Apple Pay and Android 
Pay will work when you ’ re in 
any app. There’s no need 
to swipe first or launch any 
payment app. 

WHAT DO YOU NEED? 

Android Pay requires an 
Android phone that has a 
near-field communication, 
or NFC, chip (most do) and 
at least the KitKat version of 
Android, which came out 
in 2013. Samsung Pay works 
only with the Galaxy S6, S6 
Edge and S6 Edge Plus and 
the Note 5, along with the 
upcoming Gear S2 smart- 
watch. For Apple Pay, you 
need an iPhone 6 or 6s, the 
Plus versions or an Apple 
Watch. 

The latest iPad models sup¬ 
port in-app payments, but 
not those at stores. 

Your card also needs to 
be from a bank that has 
signed on. The list varies by 
service and is growing.Q

Those 
low rates have been a key 
factor sending stock prices 
higher over the past seven 
years. 

A report Thursday showing 
a decline in applications 
for unemployment claims 
was the latest bullish sign 
on the job market, which 
could prompt the Fed to 
tighten credit. Some say 
worries about higher rates 
are overblown. 

“The U.S. economy is in sig¬ 
nificantly better shape than 
in the past,” said Mike Ryan, 
chief investment strategist 
at UBS Wealth Manage¬ 
ment Americas.

GE says will sell 
transportation 
finance to BMO 

FAIRFIELD, Conn. (AP) — 

General Electric said Thurs¬ 
day it will sell its transpor¬ 
tation financing unit as it 
continues to pare down its 
lending division to focus on 
its industrial businesses. 
BMO Financial Group will 
buy the GE Capital division, 
which provides financ¬ 
ing to equipment makers, 
dealers and users of medi¬ 
um- and heavy-duty com¬ 
mercial trucks and trailers. 
The companies did not 
disclose exact terms of 
the deal, but GE said it will 
add $700 million to a fund 
it wants to use to buy back 
stock. GE said it expects to 
complete the sale in De¬ 
cember. 

General Electric has been 
making a push to focus 
on industrial businesses — 
making large, complicat¬ 
ed equipment for other 
companies — and shrink¬ 
ing its other businesses. The 
company said in April that 
it will sell most of GE Capi¬ 
tal's assets and also said 
it would sell $26.5 billion in 
real estate assets. In Au¬ 
gust GE said it would sell 
its health care lending unit 
and related loans to Capi¬ 
tal One for $9 billion. 

GE has also sold its insur¬ 
ance business and NBC 
Universal in recent years. 
Last year it agreed to sell 
its appliance business to 
Electrolux, although the 
U.S. government is trying to 
stop that deal. 

The company said Thurs¬ 
day that it expects to an¬ 
nounce deals for most 
of GE Capital's U.S. busi¬ 
ness by the end of 2015. 
Earlier Thursday, GE said it 
may sell its GE Asset Man¬ 
agement division to an 
investment management 
firm with experience man¬ 
aging retirement plan as¬ 
sets. The business man¬ 
aged $115 billion in assets 
as of June 30.

United Technologies announces reorganization 
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Mondelez plans to concentrate more on healthy snacks 


NEW YORK (AP) — Mon¬ 
delez, the company be¬ 
hind the Oreo and Cad¬ 
bury brands, says that it 
plans to have 50 percent ot 
its portfolio contain healthy 
snacks within the next five 
years. 

Healthy snacks currently 
comprise more than a third 
of its total revenue, accord¬ 
ing to Executive Vice Presi¬ 
dent and Chief Growth Of¬ 


ficer Mark Clouse. 

Major food companies, 
such as Kellogg, General 
Mills and others, are shift¬ 
ing from foods that are per¬ 
ceived by some consumers 
as too processed to options 
that are considered health¬ 
ier. 

Clouse said Thursday that 
Mondelez International Inc. 
is looking to simplify ingre¬ 
dients and nutritional infor¬ 


mation for its products as 
it develops new goods to 
meet consumer demand 
for healthier items. The ex¬ 
ecutive said that the com¬ 
pany expects to focus 70 
percent of new product 
development efforts on 
healthy goods over the 
next five years. 

Mondelez maintained its 
forecast for 2015 organic 
net revenue to climb at 


least 3 percent. 

The company, which also 
makes products like Ritz 
crackers and Trident gum, 
has been slashing costs to 
offset weak growth. Cost¬ 
cutting has become com¬ 
mon for major packaged 
food companies, which 
are up against volatile eco¬ 
nomic conditions overseas 
and shifting tastes that 
favor foods marketed as 


fresher or more natural. 
Mondelez said Thursday 
that it would reinvest some 
of its cost savings into addi¬ 
tional advertising and con¬ 
sumer support. 

Mondelez split from Kraft 
Foods in late 2012, a move 
that was intended to allow 
each company to work 
with a more focused port¬ 
folio of brands. a

BEiJiNG (AP) — China’s 
auto sales declined in Au¬ 
gust for a third month but 
some brands reported 
gains following a market 
downturn that shook the 
global industry. 

Sales of sedans, SUVs and 


minivans fell 3.4 percent 
from a year earlier to 1.4 
million vehicles, accord¬ 
ing to an industry group, 
the China Association of 
Automobile Manufactur¬ 
ers. That dragged down 
the growth rate for the first 
eight months of the year to 
2.6 percent following de¬ 


clines of 6.6 percent in July 
and 3.4 percent in June. 
China's auto market has 
been cooling since growth 
peaked at 45 percent in 
2009 but this year's plunge 
prompted analysts to cut 
growth forecasts and Gen¬ 
eral Motors Co. and Volk¬ 
swagen AG to reduce pric¬ 


es. 

The deceleration is espe¬ 
cially wrenching for global 
brands that are looking to 
China, the biggest global 
auto market by number of 
vehicles sold, to drive future 
revenue. With the Chinese 
economy cooling, buyers 
are putting off purchases, 
said analyst Xu Qian of Alix- 
Partners, a research firm. 
He said automakers will be 
lucky if the market achieves 
single-digit growth this year. 
“If the overall economy 
keeps struggling, we might 
not even see growth but a 
decline," said Xu. 

Sales also have been dent¬ 
ed by measures imposed 
by Beijing, Shanghai and 
other major cities to curb 
smog and congestion by 
limiting new vehicle regis¬ 
trations. 

Total vehicle sales, includ¬ 
ing trucks and buses, de¬ 
clined 3 percent from a 
year earlier to 1.7 million, 
according to CAAM. 

Sales of SUVs, a bright spot 
for the industry, soared 45.6 
percent to 453,000, the 
group said. Meanwhile, 
sales of more traditional se¬ 
dans slumped 16.4 percent 


to 762,000 vehicles. 

Despite the slowdown, 
automakers are pushing 
ahead with multibillion- 
dollar plans to expand pro¬ 
duction and create mod¬ 
els to suit Chinese tastes, 
adding to competition in a 
crowded market. 

In July, GM announced a 
$5 billion plan to create ve¬ 
hicles with its main Chinese 
partner to be sold in China, 
Brazil, India and Mexico. 
That came after Ford Motor 
Co. and a local partner in 
April committed to spend 
$1.1 billion on an additional 
factory in China. 
Companies were prepar¬ 
ing for slower growth, but 
the squeeze hit faster than 
many expected. 

In a report last week, re¬ 
search firm Bernstein said 
China’s downturn is so se¬ 
vere that German auto¬ 
makers, heavily reliant on 
this market, are likely to is¬ 
sue profit warnings in com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Analysts had expected 
growth of 7 to 8 percent this 
year in Chinese auto sales 
but after June’s contrac¬ 
tion, some cut their outlook 
to as little as 1.7 percent.^ 


2 states’ regulators oppose Patriot Coal reorganization pian

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) 

— Ohio and Pennsylvania 
regulators say Patriot Coal's 
reorganization plan does 
not adequately address 
the company's obligations 
to clean up mine pollution. 
Both states filed separate 
motions opposing the 
plan's approval this week 
in U.S. Bankruptcy Court in 
Richmond, Virginia. 

A motion filed by the Ohio 


Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources said the plan would 
leave Patriot Coal with little 
to no ability to address envi¬ 
ronmental problems and to 
perform required land rec¬ 
lamation following opera¬ 
tions at the Sunnyhill Mine 
Complex. “New violations 
will occur, but the Debtors 
will not have the resources 
or equipment to repair any 
problems that may oc¬ 
cur under the Ohio Permit. 
These violations, which can 


incur penalties, are not pro¬ 
vided for in the Plan," the 
motion says. Another mo¬ 
tion filed by the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Department of Environ¬ 
mental Protection said the 
reorganization plan does 
not provide for how Patriot 
Coal affiliate Eastern As¬ 
sociated Coal will meet its 
environmental obligations 
for the Colver and Delmont 
mines, which no longer op¬ 
erate. Drainage from both 
mines must be treated to 


remove iron, aluminum, 
manganese and other 
pollutants. West Virginia 
regulators have voiced 
similar concerns about the 
reorganization plan. In an 
August filing, the West Vir¬ 
ginia Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection said 
the plan would leave the 
company with no assets to 
cover hundreds of millions 
of dollars in mine pollution 
cleanup. Ohio and Penn¬ 
sylvania regulators also ob¬ 


jected to the plan's release 
provisions. The Ohio agen¬ 
cy said releasing current 
and former officers, direc¬ 
tors, employees and others 
connected with the com¬ 
pany from any claims vio¬ 
lates bankruptcy law. The 
Pennsylvania department 
said the provisions are so 
broad that they could be 
read to release the Virginia 
Conservation Legacy Fund 
and any liquidating trustees 
from their obligations.Q

International aid warkers 
said Hungary has failed fa 
pravide sufficient shelter at 
migrant battlenecks an the 
border, particularly near 
the village of Roszke. The 
country instead is investing 
in a new security regime, 
supposed to begin Sept. 
15, designed to close its 
border with Serbia backed 
by more than 3,000 troaps, 
many of whom conducf- 
ed drills Thursday in coop¬ 
eration with Serbian cal- 
leagues. 

“The situation here is really 
a big disaster because a 
lot of refugees are coming 
every hour from the border 
from Serbia to Hungary, to 
Roszke, and we don’t have 
real infrastructure here,” 
said Kathrin Niedermoser, 
whase Austrian charity for 
asylum seekers provided 
whaf food it could keep 
from geffing wet. “We 
have small tents, now it’s 
raining, and all the things 
are getting wet.” 

She said Hungary should 
deploy “big tents where 
people can come, sleep 


and have a rest. We 
don’t even have electrici¬ 
ty, which means we don’t 
have warm water during 
the whole day.” 
Canditions improved far¬ 
ther narth on the route. 
Austrian police said more 
than 6,000 crossed Thurs¬ 
day from Hungary, chiefly 
near the town of Nickels- 
dorf, where authorities 
struggled to find enough 
buses, trains and emer¬ 
gency shelter. Most went 
to nearby towns, but 
more than 1,000 stayed in 
huge halls filled with beds 
near the harder. 

Earlier, Austria’s rail com¬ 
pany suddenly canceled 
all of its cross-border ser¬ 
vice with Hungary, citing 
what it called “a massive 
overload.” 

That raised tensions at 
Budapest’s main Keleti 
station, where dozens of 
daily trains were sched¬ 
uled to reach the Austrian 
capital, Vienna. Several 
hundred people from the 
Middle East, Asia and Af¬ 
rica waifed up fa 10 hours 
wifh tickefs in hand as 
police penned them into 
one area. □

A squeeze down a narrow crack, and then an amazing discovery

Africa (AP) — Jagged 
rocks hooked into Steven 
Tucker’s overalls os he 
squeezed through o crock 
deep in o subterranean 
cove. Upon emerging at 
the other end, he sow he 
was in o chamber drip¬ 
ping with stalactites. Then 
his headlamp shone onto 
o bone. Then more bones, 
and holt ot o skull. 

It was the night ot Sept. 
13, 2013, and Tucker and 
his caving partner had just 
discovered the remains ot 
what scientists would later 
determine to be a new 
member ot the human 
tamily tree. The announce¬ 
ment ot the discovery 
was mode by scientists on 
Thursday, with Tucker look¬ 
ing on. 

Tucker was only trying to 
get out ot fellow cover 
Rick Hunter’s way, inching 
to the side, on o different 
intended route when he 
stepped into the crock 
in the network of caves 
known os Rising Star. He’d 
heard of the crock be¬ 
fore, but despite having 
been down this cove more 
than 20 times before, he 
hod never noticed it, nor 
known of any other caver 
who hod ventured down 
it. 

He shone his headlamp 
down the dark crevice, 
and couldn’t see where it 
ended. He knew of of least 
one other cover who also 
stared down the crock, 
and decided it was too 
dangerous. He began to 
lower himself, feet-first, into 
the narrow vertical open¬ 
ing. 

"It’s exciting to find some¬ 
thing new,” Tucker, now 
27, told The Associated 
Press on Thursday, trying 
to explain why he took the 
risk. 

Tucker, just wiry enough 


to fit, followed the crock 
deeper into the earth for 
nearly 13 yards (12 meters). 
“It’s 18 centimeters (7.1 
inches) wide, with these 
jagged rocks, sticking into 
you from oil sides. And 
suddenly at the bottom. 


it opens up into o large 
chamber with really stun¬ 
ning stalactites hanging 
from the ceiling,” Tucker 
said, hunching his shoul¬ 
ders and jutting his elbows 
out as he re-enacted the 
descent. 


The 50,000-hectare 

(123,550-acre) area of hilly 
grasslands where the two 
were spelunking is rec¬ 
ognized as the Cradle of 
Humankind, featuring a 
network of coves that has 
yielded nearly 40 percent 


of known hominid fossils, 
according to the University 
of the Witwatersrand in Jo¬ 
hannesburg. But the bones 
in this particular chamber 
hod apparently remained 
undiscovered until Tucker 
entered it. 

Inside what is now known 
as the Dinaledi chamber, 
Tucker’s headlamp illu¬ 
minated pure white rock 
formations. Tucker and 
Hunter, who also braved 
the narrow chute, were 
excited to find new caving 
terrain. Then they sow the 
bones scattered on the 
chamber floor. 

“You could see holt of o 
skull sticking out of the 
floor,” Tucker said. “Of 
course, of that time we 
hod no idea what we hod 
found. ... What interested 
us at first was the fact that 
these were quite large 
bones. How does some¬ 
thing that has no lights, no 
protective equipment like 
we hod get in here?” 

An almost complete man¬ 
dible told the cavers that 
they hod found something 
almost human. Their cam¬ 
era battery hod died so o 
week later they mode their 
way through the cave 
again, and photographed 
their find. They sent the 
photos to geologist Pedro 
Boshoff, who alerted pale¬ 
ontologist Lee Berger, who 
went onto become the 
lead paleontologist on the 
discovery of Homo noledi. 
It was only when the cav¬ 
ers sow Berger’s excite¬ 
ment that they realized 
just how big their discovery 
was. At the press confer¬ 
ence announcing the dis¬ 
covery of Homo noledi, o 
potential new member 
of the human family tree.

Actor Danny Glover in Nigeria to star in movie about Ebola

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — U.S. 

actor Danny Glover said 
Thursday that he is in Nige¬ 
ria to star in a movie based 
on people who risked and 
sacrificed their lives to stop 
the spread of Ebola in Af¬ 
rica’s most populous coun¬ 
try. 

Glover said he is proud to 
take port in the film, called 
“93 Days," because of the 
achievements made by 
the real-life characters. Ni¬ 
gerian actress Bimbo Akin- 
tola will portray Dr. Stella 
Ameyo Adadevoh, who 
along with her team diag¬ 
nosed the first Ebola case 
in Nigeria. 

Adadevoh put the patient 
under quarantine, and 
stubbornly refused to dis¬ 
charge the Liberian man 
who was sick with the in¬ 
fection despite pressure. 
Adadevoh eventually died 
along with three other hos¬ 
pital staff that had con¬ 
tracted the disease. Her 
actions ensured that the 
fast-spreading viral infec¬ 
tion was quickly contained. 
Glover will portray the di¬ 
rector of the hospital where 
Adadevoh worked. 
Akintola said the movie is 
a story of how Nigeria— a 


country where many in¬ 
stitutions have weakened 
due to endemic corrup¬ 
tion and ethnic strife — tri¬ 
umphed over the spread 
of Ebola, which ravaged 
her West African neighbors 
of Guinea, Sierra-Leone 


and doing this incredible 
thing for Nigeria," Akintola 
said. 

She said the movie will be 
about courage in the face 
of death. “The doctors

The number of people 
living in Lagos — around 21 
million — is almost as large 
as the populations of Guin¬ 
ea, Liberia and Sierra Le¬ 
one combined," WHO said 
last year in a publication 
about the outbreak. 

Logos also is characterized 
by a large population living 
in crowded and unsanitary 
conditions in many slums, it 
said. 

Thousands of people move 
in and out of Lagos, Af¬ 
rica’s largest city, every 
day, constantly looking for 
work or markets for their 
products in a busy me¬ 
tropolis with frequent traffic 
gridlocks, said WHO, add¬ 
ing that officials were wor¬ 
ried how they would man¬ 
age to trace people who 
hod come into contact 
with persons infected with 
Ebola in order place them 
in isolation. 

“The lost thing anyone in 
the world wonts to hear is 
the two words, ‘Ebola’ and 
‘Logos’ in the some sen¬ 
tence," said WHO, quoting 
Jeffrey Hawkins, the United 
States Consul General in 
Nigeria at the time.Q

‘War Room' filmmakers build on previous faith film successes

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Faith- 
based movies that suc¬ 
ceed of the box office 
shouldn’t be a surprise 
anymore, but “War Room,” 
a Christian family dra¬ 
ma about marriage, has 
proved to be somewhat 
miraculous. 

After “War Room” near¬ 
ly beat “Straight Outta 
Compton" in its opening 
weekend, it defied expec¬ 
tations in its second week 
in theaters and rose to the 
top spot over the holiday 
weekend. Its strongest day 
wasn’t the opening either. 
It was Labor Day — a full 
11 days after “War Room” 
was released — that sow 
the most people buying 
tickets. 

“That’s just not supposed 
to happen,” said Rich Pelu- 
so, senior vice president of 
Sony’s AFFIRM Films, which 


produced “War Room" 
with Provident Films. “I 
could certainly fudge it 
and tell you how smart we 
ore and how we predicted 
this but no, everybody is 
surprised.” 

This is the latest success 
from Christian filmmakers 
and brothers Alex and Ste¬ 
phen Kendrick, whose 2008 
film “Fireproof” earned 
over $33 million on o $500K 


budget, and 2011’s “Cou¬ 
rageous,” which took in 
$34.5 million on o $2 million 
budget. “War Room” is al¬ 
ready well on its way to sur¬ 
passing both. 

As ofTuesdoy, “WorRoom,” 
which cost $3.5 million to 
produce, has earned $28.7 
million. Many ore seeing it 
multiple times and bring¬ 
ing bock their family and 
groups of friends, Peluso 


said. Also, when the film 
come so close fo beofing 
“Compfon,” fhere was o 
concerfed effort by AF¬ 
FIRM and religious leaders 
to encourage supporters 
to turn out and help make 
it No. 1. 

“It’s just o great story of o 
film fhof really filled o void 
in the marketplace, with 
o message that the au¬ 
dience could really get 
behind,” said Paul Der- 
gorobedion, senior me¬ 
dia analyst for box office 
tracker Rentrak. “There is 
o huge contingency of 
the American population 
who do not go to movies. 
They hove been burned 
too many times,” Stephen 
Kendrick said. “Christians 
love good movies, but too 
often their faith is ridiculed 
or mocked... Alex and I ore 
trying to moke the kind of 
movies that we wont to 
go see." The perception 


that successful foith-bosed 
films seem to come out of 
nowhere is born out of the 
reality that they ore very 
difficult to track accurate¬ 
ly. Days before o film’s re¬ 
lease, most studios have o 
solid idea of exactly how 
its film will perform open¬ 
ing weekend. Foifh-bosed 
audiences prove more elu¬ 
sive to traditional metrics. 
“Tracking does o really 
good job of looking of fre- 
quenf movie goers and 
what their interests ore. 
With foith-bosed films, 
we’re bringing infrequent 
customers into the the¬ 
aters,” Peluso said. 

To generate buzz about 
“War Room,” oil parties re¬ 
lied on the traditional grass¬ 
roots marketing techniques 
that have proved success¬ 
ful for other Christian films, 
including longsfonding 
relationships with religious 
leaders nationwide. □ 
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Billy Porter says goodbye to role that ‘taught me to dream’

NEW YORK (AP) — There 
comes a time in every 
man's life when he must 
hang up his flaming red, 
knee-high stiletto boots. 
That time is fast approach¬ 
ing for Billy Porter. 

The Tony Award-winning 
actor will leave Broad¬ 
way’s “Kinky Boots” in No¬ 
vember, but saying good¬ 
bye has left him "anxiety- 
ridden.” It’s been no ordi¬ 
nary job. 

"This show and this charac¬ 
ter has represented some¬ 
thing that’s so far beyond 
anything that I could have 
ever imagined,” he said. 
"This show has taught me 
to dream beyond anything 
that I could imagine.” 
Porter has seen the world 
change while playing the 
cross-dressing Lola — he 
calls her Miss Lola — in 


the Tony Award-winning 
musical about a British 
shoe factory that retrofits 
itself into a maker of drag 
queen footwear. 

The show recently reached 
its 1,000th performance, 
and Porter estimates he’s 
played Miss Lola 900 times. 
Wayne Brady will take over 
the role. 

Jerry Mitchell, who direct¬ 
ed and choreographed 
“Kinky Boots,” has been a 
friend of Porter’s for years 
and invited him to audi¬ 
tion for Miss Lola. He was 
instantly swayed: "It was 
just that moment when 
you know the artist and 
the material are a perfect 
match,” Mitchell said. "I 
said, ‘This is the guy.’” 

In the two years on Broad¬ 
way since the show began 
spreading its message of 
unconditional love and 
acceptance, huge steps 


Dennis Greene,

A founding member of 
the retro-rock/doo-wop 
group Sha Na Na who 
later became a movie 
studio executive and law 
professor, has died.

Robinson said Thursday 
the New Yark City na¬ 
tive left the group in 1984 
to study law and later 
worked as a Columbia 
Pictures vice president. He 
said Greene appreciated 
oppartunities tram his mu¬ 
sic career, but law was his 
passian. 

Greene began teaching 
law at the University of 
Dayton in 2001.

have been made for mar¬ 
riage equality and trans¬ 
gender rights. 

“It’s an astonishing thing 
to know that in the history 
books I will be a part of 
that, we will be a part of 
that and Miss Lola will be 
a part of that,” said Porter. 
“She was a character who 
was able to be transcen¬ 
dent enough and human 
enough — in her own skin 


— to embrace the bigots, 
to embrace the negative, 
and turn that around.” 

A few weeks ago. Porter 
joined the national tour of 
“Kinky Boots” in his home¬ 
town of Pittsburgh and 
could feel the change. He 
reconnected with relatives 
and hod “real true healing 
moments.” 

“We sold out the Benedum 
Center in two days — that’s 


a 3,000-seat theater,” he 
said. “Twenty years ago, I 
was fog-boshed down the 
street going into a gay bar. 
There’s a difference.” 

The show has been a life- 
changer in other ways, 
too. Porter won a best 
leading-man Tony Award 
and put out a CD. He got 
a ploy he wrote produced 
off-Broodway and direct¬ 
ed two works by others. He 
booked concerts. 

More personally, he has a 
boyfriend now and a per¬ 
sonal assistant — “It’s so 
crazy that I have an assis¬ 
tant and I need one,” he 
said, laughing. He’s also in 
the shape of his life, thanks 
to eight shows a week in 
which he dances in 6-inch 
heels and changes in and 
out of wigs and dresses all 
night. 

“I look the best I’ve ever 
looked in my entire life,” he 
said. “When your workout 
is your job, it’s way easier 
to stay in shape.” 

Porter has a gig waiting 
when he leaves “Kinky 
Boots”: He will join on all- 
star lineup for a rework¬ 
ing of the 1920s musical 
“Shuffle Along” with Audra 
McDonald, Brian Stokes 
Mitchell, Brandon Victor 
Dixon and Joshua Henry. 
“I’m trading my high heels 
for tap shoes. I haven’t 
tapped in 23 years,” he 
said, laughing. “At least I’ll 
stay in shape. I have that 
to look forward to. ”□
